Shakespeare Boulevard Paving — A roadway resurfacing project will be done on Shakespeare Blvd. from Frederick
Road (MD 355) to Germantown Road. Montgomery County’s Department of Transportation has conducted an
assessment of the pavement and has determined that, prior to the resurfacing, full depth patching of the pavement or
other repairs may be necessary at selected locations. Lane markings will be replaced within one to two weeks where they
existed prior to this work. The project is scheduled to begin in November 2015 and take approximately 3 weeks to
complete. Weather and operational requirements may affect the schedule. All work will be scheduled between the hours
of 7:00am and 5:00pm, Monday through Friday.

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Ride On Installs Real Time Signs and Maps at Nine Bus Shelters

The Montgomery County Department of Transportation’s (MCDOT) Ride On bus system has installed real time signs in
nine Ride On bus shelters that are similar to transit screens installed earlier this year in the Executive Office Building and
the Council Office Building. The signs display customized information showing when the next Ride On and Metro buses
will arrive at that location. A unique feature of the signs is a real time map that allows riders to trace their bus’s progress.
In addition, the signs continually scroll Ride On’s Facebook and Twitter feeds.

Ride On selected bus shelters with high ridership and distributed the signs around the County. The locations of the signs
and the Ride On and Metrobus routes serving each one are:

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A tenth sign will soon be installed on Muncaster Mill Road at northbound Woodfield Road.
